SAN FRANCISCO'S LATEST. 

Another Mysterious Murder— A Youne Woman 
Robbed, Outraged and Murdered In Her 
Bedroom— Attempted Arson. 

San Francisco, Juno 3. — Another diabol- 
ical crime bearing some reBemblance to the 
torriblo tragedies of the Emmanuel Baptist 
ohuroh wbb unearthed yesterday afternoon, 
by the diBcovory that Miss Nellie Harring- 
ton, aged 35, who occupied an upper flat at 
1017 LIUb atroet, had been outraged and 
murdered in her bedroom. Tho door wbb 
looked and hor clothing and the furniture of 
tho apartments set) on fire. Tho room 
had been ranaaoked and her jowelry and 
puree stolen. Attontion was drawn to 
tho room by the escaping smoko. When 
the door was broken, the bedding 
piled in the oentro of tho room 
was on fire, and beneath the smouldering 
olothes was the blocd Btained body of MiB8 
Harrington. Staba were found all over tho 
unfortunate woman's body and face. The 
theory of tho polico is that whilo a thief was 
in tho room Miss Harrington cntored, and 
that tho man murdered and assaulted her, 
sot lire to tho bodding to hide his work, and 
after looting the room escaped, locking the 
door and carrying away the key. The other 
occupants of tho house told tho polico of 
elderly man who called fre- 
quently on Miaa Harrington, and 
who took her out driving. In tho murdered 
woman'8 room wa8 found a photograph of 
ox-Statoa Senator L. Buok, ono of tho moBt 
prominont fruit groworB of tho stato. Tho 
peoplo of tho houso identified tho picture of 
Buck aa that of the man who oillod to aeo 
Mlaa Harrington. Tho polico went to 
Senator Buck'a houBO in Oakland and re- 
quested him to come to San Francisco and 
toll what ho know of tho oaao. Mr. Buck 
started to drivo to tho atation, but on tho 
way waa thrown from hiB buggy and 
sorloualy injurod. He is Buffering from con- 
cussion of tho brain and may not recover. 
Senator Buck wbb at his home inOukland yes- 
terday botweon the hours of 1 1 and 3 o'clock 
and it ia shown tho murder waa commit- 
ted botweon tho hours of 11 and 1 o'clock. 
A young Japanese, who had engaged a room 
in the houso, haa been detained ponding in- 
vestigation, but it is not believed ho had 
anything to do with tho murder. 

Senator Buck's physician says tho injurod 
man cannot possibly Burvivo and hia death 
ia only a question of a fow hourB. When ho 
fell from I he buggy lie fractured hia skull. 
Whilo the polico will not say definitely that 
thoy suBpecb Senator Buok of tho mnrdor, 
their aotiona lead to tho boliof that they 
think ho knowe Bomothing about it. The 
murder haB created a aonsation only ox- 
ceoded by tho Kmanuol church murdor a fow 
wooks ago. Tho polico say tho murder was 
committed by some ono intimatoly acquaint- 
ed with Mlaa Harrington and hor habita. 
Whoever oommittod tho murder lot hlmBolf 
In at the front door with a key. If Mias 
Harrington lot tho man in it waB undoubt- 
edly aomo ono with whom sho waa on 
Intimato terniB. Sho waa only partly 
dressed when tho murder waB committed. 
Tho polico Boarched through tho papors 
found in tho room and found cortain ovi- 
donco which is not mado publio at thia timo.

Cardinal Gibbons Hits an Audience With His 
Holiness. 

ROME, Juno 3. — Cardinal Gibbons had a 
private audi.mco lasting forty mlnutea with 
tho Pope lo-day. Afterwards to a reporter 
Cardinal GibbonB said that ho waa aatonlahod 
at tho mental vivacity of tho Popo, who in 
spite of hia ago haa tho atrongth of hia intel- 
lect, unimpaired. " Ho showed," added the 
Cardinal, " surprising froBhnoss, recalling 
evon tho small details of rollgloua, social and 
BcholaBtic manors concerning oven my littlo 
diocoao of Baltimore" Cardinal Glbbona 
wob aBkod what quoationa had boon dlBousBod 
during hisaudlonco with tho Popo, when ho 
said : " In thia mottor I muob proaorvo tho 
utmoflt reaorvo." Ho added that tho Popo 
had invited him to a furthor conforonco bo- 
fore he loft Rome, In ordor that he might 



discuss tho present and future religious and 
Bocial conditions of the United StatoB. Car- 
dinal Gibbons introduced to tho Popo Rev. 
Father Thomaa, reotor of the oathodral at 
Baltimore, and Rev. Father Slattery, super- 
ior of tho society of St. Joseph.

Tha "Wythop" Arrives From Liver 
pool After an Eventful Passage 
-Fatal Fall From Aloft. 

Departure of the " Empress "—Sealers 
Prepare for Behring Sea— Alaska 
Summer Excursions. 



Tho British bark Wythop, 1,284 tons, 
Cipt. Edwards, with a general oarRO for 
Victoria and Vancouver, partially consigned 
to Robb. Ward & Co., Ltd., aailod Into 
Esquimalt yostorday morning, having been 
piloted in by Capt. Bucknam. Tho bark 
left Llrerpool on the 4th January, and on 
or about tho 20th March, while off tho Horn, 
bad a remarkable struggle with tho ele- 
ments. Light weather was mot with until 
51* 3., when for six successive days gales 
f.-om tho southwest to tho northwest wore 
encountered, testing tho staunchness of the 
vessel. The sea during those gales rolled 
mountains high and on the day mentioned, 
about noon, a thundor cloud burst over the 
vessel, seemingly pouring, Bayo Capt. Ed- 
wards, a fusilade of sholla all around the 
bark. Tho thundor and lightning were ter- 
rific. For two hours thovoasol labored heav- 
ily. She was driven to withln20milesof Cape 
Pillar, and had tho trucks of tho mastheads 
split and several sails damaged by tho light- 
ning. The tnoBt regroiablo event of .he 
whole voyage, however, wis tho loss on 
March 10 of Junes Ernest Stoddart, an ap 
prontico, who foil from aloft and was killed 
instantanc-ju-jly. He was buried at soa the 
following day, the cwptain and crow greatly 
mourning his los ■>. Tho boy waB sevonteon 
yeais of age, and a native of Cumberland, 
wfci r j his paronti reside. In the report of 
hiB voyage Captain Edwards states that 
after leaving Liverpool ho had a good run to 
Madeira H.i took llii northeast trade 
winds in 25 3 N., holding them light 
throughout, and from Capo Verde isles to 
the equator, oxperionced light winds ai d 
calms. Tho equator was crossed in 27 W- 
on March 30, and with the exception cf 
storms off Cape Horn a milar weather waB 
experioucod throughout tho remainder of the 
voyage. Capo Flattery waa reached on 
Saturday last. The Wythop after discharg- 
ing all her cargo loads grain at Tacoma.

A rcC3nt Issue of tho Nor' Wester, of 
Winnipog, contalus a letter dated at We- 
taskiftin, Alborta, April 19, 1895, which ia 
aa followa : 

Wo, tho undersigned, delegates and aot- 
tlora, loft Montreal tho 10. h of April, 1895, 
at 10:30 a.m., in company with the Domin- 
ion Immigration Agent, C'. O Sivaneon. We 
were accompanied into a tourist oar, which 
was fitted up in overy convenient and com- 
fortable way, Buoh bb with a cooking etovo 
to cook and bako in, bona to sleep in, table 
to Berve tho moalH on, Btuffed aeata to sit on, 
separate w ith room for ladiet, in one woi d 
this o.ir is hotter than a first-class coach, aud 
nearly as good as a Pullman, aud in this car 
we wero allowed to slay until the day after 
our arrival at Woraskiwln, Alberta. Our 
party worn from different parts of tho Unit 
ed Scatoa, but we soon bocame acquainted, 
and had a very enjoyable j urnty togolher. 
When we arrived at Wetaskiwio there waB 
a crowd of our countrymen at tho depot to 
wolojmo us, and thoy all rushed to t>ot a 
chance to shake hands with the agent, Sivan- 
aon, who seems to bo a welcome gueac in tho 
aottloment. 

We have now got our homesteads of 1G0 
oros each, of good land with blaok loam in 
8omo places up to four foet deep, end wood 
and tlmbor enough for our own use, and 
many of us have already started to till the 
oil. If anyono should got a homeBtead wit h 
no timber on, they are given a permit by 
tho government to cu' timber and wcod on 
euoh laud in tho neighborhood as is not 
taken up, or hold ub a wood lot ; IhiB per- 
mit uoBto but '2.5 conta. The farmora here 
are now busy with thoir spring work, and 
they all like the country very well, although 
eomo said that it waa pretty hard the fa'rst 
year for such that como hero with little or 
bardiy any capital, but they all praiao! the 
climato. People flock in here from all ejec- 
tions, For instance wo met people tioro 
from Nebraska, Kansas, Idaho, North and 
South Dakoro, Minueaota, WiBconain and 
Michigan. They c >me ovon from California, 
and one family in our party came from 
Tennes3ee. Nearly all had their friends out 
hare before, who have given them informa- 
tion regarding the land. 

Many old farmera come bore with car- 
loads of household gooda, horses, cattle and 
farm ImplementB, and many cf them have 
taken up land after arriving here. The pro- 
duota of tho soil aro whoat, oats, barloy, 
flaxseed, and all kinds of roots. We oannot 
say much more concerning the land, as we 
have not yot Boen tho growth here, but from 
our countrymen who have been hore a fow 
years wo hear that they have never seen 
such growth of grain and roots as hero, and 
besides tho land ia picturesque and boauti- 
f al. To close wo wish to thank the Cana- 
dian Pacific Railroad Company's employes, 
who gavo uo such a comfortable car to 
travel in, whioh helped to make our journey 
so pleasant, and also the government for 
land. We came hero to find ourselves a 
homo and by economy and work wo btlievo 
that wo can make a homo here in Northern 
Alborta.

A PATRIOTIC SPEECH. 

Tho Bpeeoh which Sir JameB Grant mado 
in tho debate on tho Budget was in the best 
sense patriotic He proved by facta and fig- 
ures, whoso truth and accuracy could not be 
questioned, that there ia no ground for the 
blueruin speeohoB which men of the Opposi- 
tion in the Legislature and out of tho Legisla- 
ture, are so fond of making. Sir James is 
optimistic, it ia true, but he showed that his 
optimiam hao a solid basis. He did not, i»b 
many aanguine and hopeful people aro in 
the habit of doing, deal in theories and pre- 
dictions ; ho did not indulge in pootic Sights 
or draw pictureB of the future colored by 
bints supplied by a vivid Imagination. He 
remained from first to last in the region 
of prosaic fact. He pointed out to his hoar- 
era what are tho undoubted resources ot the 
Dominion and to what extent thoy havo 
been devoloped. Ho Bhowed that the pro- 
gress of tho country haB boen steady and 
oontinuouB, and he alao ahowed that so far 
from boing exhausted many of tho moat Im- 
portant of the Doniinion'a resources havo as 
yot been hardly touched. Ho reminded his 
hearers that hitherto tho people of Canada 
had boen equal to every exigency. When 
the Americans in a fit of angor and jealousy 
abrogated the reciprocity treaty of 1854, 
hoping thereby to do tho country irroparable 
injury, Canadians kopt on tho even tenor of 
their way. Thoy opened now markets and 
ongaged in new induatrioa, bo that after a 
while what had been rogarded as tho 
greatest of misfortunes came to bo looked 
upon as a stimulus to Canada's progress. 
Among tho indications of progreaB to which 
Sir Jamea Grant directed attention ia one 
that appears to ub aa giving striking and 
irrefragiblo evidence of the steadily increas- 
ing prosperity of the people of this Do- 
minion. This ia what he aaid on a very im- 
portant and a moat interesting subject upon 
which politicians hitherto havo said very 
little : 

In discussing the progress made by 
Canada during the laat quarter of a contury, 
reference haB frequently boen mado to money 
accumulated in our savings banks. How- 
ever, wo know porfectly well that it ia a 
substantial i-truoturo to build upon. But 
there aro other ohannola of Investment for 
the aurplus earnings of our peoplo. We 
know perfectly well that every family in 
our country takes into sorious consideration 
the advisability of lifo insurance, and at no 
time in our history waB life inauranco in 
a more prosperous state than it is to-day. 
Lot mo tell tho House that ono company in 
the Capital of Canada, tho Metropolitan 
Life, ono of the largest industrial companies 
in the world, has forty ugenls at work to- 
day in this city insuring the Uvea of our 
peoplo. And it is porfoctly extraordinary 
how much ia oxponded every day, weok and 
month as an investment in this direction. 
Then wo may look into tho history of tho 
Canada Lifo Insurance Company of Canada ''. 
Was there over an institution that mado 
greater progross or advancement '.' To day, 
not only ia it ono of our leading inBurance 
companies, but It ia also one of our loading 
financial institutions. Out of whom did tho 
company make thoir money ? Out of honost 
investment of capital in the insuring of the 
lives of our people. If wo turn to-day to tho 
records of our companies, is in not pleaairg 
and gratifying to eoe what they have accom- 
plished in giving inauranco and building up 
tho fair namo and roputation thoy onjoy 
throughout the Dominion. Lifo inauranco 
is considorod almost indiBponaablo in ovory 
family. Wo find, on oxamlntng statistics — 
although hon. gontlemon opposito, with their 
blue ruin ideaB, cannot Bee it — that tho 
amount of premiums aggregate S10G,'lu8,8fj.'l 
during the last twonty yoara. It, from 1875 
to 1894, wo havo boon going from bad to 
worso, as haB beon stated by tho hon. mem- 
ber for South Oxford (Sir Richard Cart- 
wright), it ao happens that of the $100, 158,- 
S03 of inauranco aubecribod, contributed and 
paid as promiums in Canada during tho last 
20 years, no less than $75,640,430 have boen 
paid up during tho last ten yeara, as against 
§29, 818, 027 during tho ton yoara provioua. 
Ia bhab no ovidonco of tho advancement, of 
the progress and of tho rosourcos of tho 
people, and of thoir ability, out of thoir 
honest earnings, acquired by tho exorcise oi 
brain and muaolo, to pay that monoy, and 
thuB insuro thoir livoB and build up the in- 
stitutions of tho country ? The ne.t amount 
of life iusuranoo in foroo in 1875 was §85,- 
009,201 ; in 18S5, ton yoara later, that had 



riaen to §149,962,140, and in 1894, lb 
reached a total of §308,795,881. The num- 
ber of people covered by thia insurance can 
be Inferred from the faot thab the number 
of policies in force in 1S93 (I have no later 
figures), waa 100,384, whereaa in 1885 the 
number in force was only 90,517. Surely 
bhoso indications ehow thab Canada la ablo 
to atand a rainy day, and what better pros- 
pects can wo havo of the prosperity of our 
people than to know that life inauranco haa 
quadrupled during tho last ten years '! I do 
nob bolieve thab there is anything like the 
cloud of dosolation spokeu of by the hon. 
gentleman opposite an overshadowing this 
country, sinoe tho regime of tho Conserva- 
tive party commenced ; I believe that we aro 
living undor a clear sky and that we have 
aa prosperous a future before ub to day aa 
wo over had in tho history of this country. 
I havo not spoken of all tho Iusuranoo Asso- 
ciations, for I have nob Included tho numor- 
oua benevolent and friendly societies such 
>vb tho Foreators and the United Workmen, 
in both of which associations a large amount 
of money haa been invested. These *ro 
only atill further evidences of tho prosperity 
of our peoplo Buch aa I havo endeavored to 
bring boforo tho Houbo und the country on 
this occasion. 

Wo think that tho great majority of our 
roaderB will be more than surprised to find 
that tho people of Canada havo been ablo to 
pay during the last twenty years tho im- 
mense aum of $100,458,80.'! as inauranco 
promiums. When it is romombored that 
during by far tho groator part of thab time 
Canada haa been represented by many load- 
ing Liborala as on the vorgo of ruin, tho sur- 
prise will bocomo astonishment — at thoir 
blindness. How could a pooplo who woro ot 
thoir wits' ond to koop tho wolf from tho 
door, continue to live, and livo comfortably, 
and at tho Bamo tlmo lay by this onormous 
Bum ? Tho greater part of it, too, waB saved 
from tho oarningB of tho peoplo duriDg tho 
last ton years — u poriod during which the 
Grit patriots were howling tho loudest and 
tolling tho poople In the moat doleful tones 
that unloaa tho affairs of tho country were 
placod in thoir handa itwould be irretrievably 
ruined. During tho last ten yoarB, while the 
Grits were preaching blue ruin tho poople of 
Canadahadnotonlybread and buttoronough, 
but thoy managed, in addition to thoir 
other savings, which wore vory considera- 
ble, to pay as premiums to lifo iusuranoo 
oompanloa, $75,000,000. How was bhia 
done '.' WaB a miracle vouchsafed in bheir 
favor or were tho Jeremiahs of tho Grit 
party ao aatoniahingly atupid an nob to bo 
able to boo what was going on around them ? 
Canadians, during tho last ton years, havo 
not been holped in a miraeuloun way. They 
have gone on working quietly, but effootive 
ly. Most poople would bo aatoniahed if we 
could Bhow them tho immouso amount of 
work thoy havo done during thoso ten 
yeara. Thoy havo improved the country 
wonderfully from tho Atlantic to the Paci 
fic. They have earned for themaelvea food 
and raiment. Thoy have to ahow for thoir 
work houses and fields, and mines and fac- 
tories aud ships ; they havo, boaideB, money 
in the banks, and they have boon ablo to in 
voab aovonty fivo millions of dollars in life 
inauranco. Has not Sir James Grant proved 
hlacaae'; Haa ho not the best reaBous for 
believing in Canada and Canadians ! 

THE ALASKA FISHERY. 

Tho United States Fish Commissioners 
uro beginning to fear that the salmon will 
before very long bo exterminated in the 
waters of Alaska. And it is moro than 
likely that thoir fears aro woll grounded. 
Tho Amoricans are the most Bhort-sighted 
and the most improvident of fishermen in 
bho world. Their modes of fishing pro 
Bimply murdoroun. They do not give tho 
fish the thousandth part of a chanco to 
multiply and increase. They strain their 
ingenuity — and thoy aro vory ingenioua — to 
invent apparatus to ontrap and kill tho fish 
wholesale. The consequence is thab their 
rivers and lnleta soon bocomo barren. They 
have klllod tho mackorol fishery of tho New 
England coast. Thoy havo deplorably 
over-fished tho salmon rivers of California, 
Oregon and Washington, and there is, ac 
cording to their own Commissioners, a pros 
poet of tho extermination of tho salmon In 
bho wabers of Alaska. There ia no oxouao 
for thia wholeaale slaughter of tho salmon in 
the Territory of Alaska. It is undor tho jur- 
isdiction of the Federal Government, and 
that Govornmonb can bo regulate tho fisher 
lea aa to prosorve tho salmon, and it has tho 
power to enforce its regulations. This is 
unfortunately not tho oaso in tho difforont 
States whoso rivors aro frequontod by the 
salmon. Syndicates and combines are pow 
orful enough in thorn to dofoat wholesomo 
legislation which lias for its object tho pro 
servation and porpotuation of tho fish. It 
is to bo hoped that tho Commissioners will 
have Inlluenco enough with tho United 
StatoB Government to procure tho onuot- 
mont of a good fishing law for Alaska, 
Suoh a law would bo altogether in tho inter- 
est of tho cannors. It has boon found in 
this Provinco that with reasonable regula- 
tions tho canning business can bo carried on 
and tho supply of fish kept up ; and what 
haB boon dono in British Columbia can bo 
dono in Alaska. 



Canada a gentleman who could perform the 
duties required of him more effectively than 
Collector Milne, Ho fairly earned tho 
honor ho haa received, and, in our opinion, 
he oughb to got from Canadians the crodit 
which ia justly his due. 

CANADA'S ENEMIES. 

Tho following paragraph from the Mont- 
real Gazette of a late date proves that what 
we havo said of the mischievous influence of 
bho howling Canadian Grits, in donating bhe 
efforts of bho oonfederabion parby in New- 
foundland, ia the simple truth : 

The Anti-Confederate is tho namo of a 
nowly started Newfoundland magazine. 
Prominent among the contents of the first 
Ibsuo Is a lengthy extraot from Sir Richard 
Cartwright's budgot debate speech. Itia in- 
serted for the purposo of ahowiug that Can- 
ada is bankrupt and robton and In a state of 
industrial and commercial decay. It is usod 
aa a warning to Newfoundlanders against 
joining their destinioa with thoao of tho 
Dominion. Whub Sir Richard Cartwrighb 
saya In abuse of his country does not have 
any influence at home, because wo know him 
and understand hie unploasant peculiarities. 
Abroad, however, whore pooplo do not know 
him it haa influonoe — to harm hia country. 

The fact is Canadian howlers and croakers 
ore the very greatest and most miuohievoua 
of tho onomioa of the Dominion. 



"HONOR TO WHOM HONOR." 

In noticing the Canadian rocipienta of 
Birthday honors tho Montreal Gazette, wo 
aro sorry to aoo, did not mention Mr. A. R. 
Milne, Collootor of Customs for this port. 
We are quito suro thab none of tho rocipi- 
ontf" woro moro worthy of honor than Mr. 
Milne. Ho workod oonBciontiously and in- 
defatigably to obtain information for bho 
Behring Soa Arbitrators. Hia namo dooa nob 
ofton appear in bho proceedings of tho Arbi- 
tration, it la true, but wo aro woll convlncod 
that thoro was no ono eonnootod with ib 
who in his sphoro did moro or bottor work 
than tho Victoriu Collootor of Customs. It 
con bo oaBily undoratood that a zealous and 
oupablo official in thia port, from which 
bho groator part of bho sealing floob haa 
sailed for many years, could bo of tho groat- 
ost ubo to the Government in ooilooting in- 
formation aud evidonoo. Wo do nob boliovo 
bhab thoro could bo found in bho wholo of 



RETURNING REASON. 

Wo have bo congratulate our local con- 
temporary on tho ovidonco ofjmontal conval- 
escunoo prosontod yostorday, when It once 
again grappled with tho buying and soiling 
problem, with this result : 

" Imports and oxports, ao far aa oommor- 
oial transactions are concorned, are corre- 
lative, that each is tho causo and compli- 
ment of the other, and thab to restrict 
imports by tho imposition of oustoms taxoB 
necessarily rostricts oxports in the Bamo 
ratio." 

Tho above — which our contomporary calls 
a " central truth " — is not quite oorrect, tho 
last clause boing its weakest spot, but still 
it Is a vory fair effort, aud wo fool that our 
endeavor to impart a simple lesson haa not 
boon unrewarded. Tho atatomont which 
Induced the friendly act on our part which 
brought about auoh a happy result, waa tho 
following, appoaring in tho Timea of May 
25 : 

" Since 1SSI) thoro haa boen au ineroaao, it 
la true, but thab inoroaae has beon largoly 
confinod to exports, and really represents a 
loss. . . In 1890 our imports amounted 
to $121,858,241. In 1894 thoy had only 
risen to $12.3,474,940, while our oxports, 
which in 1S91) were $90,749,141), had ad- 
vanced to $117,524,949 in 1894, showing un 
adverse balanco of over $20,000,000." 

We exprossod sympathy for tho montal 
allliotion which would load anyono to de- 
scribe tho twenty millions aa a bilanco ad- 
verao to Canada ; and our contomporary 
tirat ehif teditBground, turning to thoimports 
with the exclamation : 

" What a nation must do to booomo pros- 
perous ia to ineroaao its imports." 

That was on Saturday, and the day of 
reBt following had tho happy effect of en- 
abling tho Times — in its own language — 
to " grasp tho central truth" that imports 
and exporta are to a material extent tho 
cauao and complement of each othor, and 
that such an increase in both as has taken 
placo in Canada is Btrong ovidonco of nation- 
al prosperity.

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THE MINERS' INCH. 

To the Editor : — As (hero appears to bo 
a proBpect of u laigo increaso in hydraulic 
mining iu British Columbia, some oommen' 
upon tho fuhjeot of the minerh' Inch ma) 
prove a benelit. 

The Mineral not, 1S91, C. 20, S 72, reads 
thus : '" lu measuring water in any dltoh 
or sluice, the f blowing ruleB uhM hi ol> 
served : Tho water ti.kou into a ditoh c r 
sluice shall be measured at tho ditch or sluice 
bead. No water shall bo taken into a ditch 
or sluico oxor-pt in a trough placed horzin- 
tally at the place at which the water entoru 
it. One inoh of water shall mean half tho 
quantity that will pass through an orifioo tw o 
inchos high by ono inch wide, with a con- 
Blant head of seven Inohos above tho upper 
side of tho orifice." 

There aro two grave laults to be found 
with this eection. 

1. Tho quantity of water oontained In the 
miners' inch is not given in any known unit 
of measurement ; and although tho method 
of measuring one minors' inch is given ; the 
means of measuring a large number of min 
ers' inches cannot praotically bo carriid out 
in the same way. 

2 The wordB " with a constant hoad of 
seven inches above the upper eido of tho ori- 
fice " aro most misleading, ior these wotda 
convoy tho very wrong impression th 
tho head of wator is measured from the 
top of tho orifice. Now, tho word 
head is a well known and thoroughly under 
stood term amongst hydraulicians and 
hydraulic engineers, and always moans the 
measurement or depth of water measured 
from the contro of gravity of the outlet to 
the surface of tho wator. Iu rectangular o 
oircular orifices tho centre of gravity, or 
measuring point, will always be in the 
contre of tho orifice. Tho wording of tho 
mineral act, 1891, conveys at once the very 
misleading impression that tho water de 
livered through an " orifioo two inches high 
by one inch wide, with a constant hoad of 
seven inches above tho uppor side of tho 
orifice," means wator delivered under a head 
of Beven inched, whereas it ia really water 
being delivorod under a head of eight inches, 
1 navo not ynt, found a man in tho pro 
rinoe who uidi rstmda.wh >t a miners' inoh 
of wator in ; oven tho few engineers I have 
met who have calculated it take it to bo. 02b' 
cub ft. per soc, whioh is not only wrong, 
but olearly shows that thoy have mado their 
calculation with a co-efficient of discharge 
of .02, and have calculated the wator under 
a head of seven inches instead of eight 
inches, aa it really ia. Theso engineers were 
simply misled by tho wrong use of tho 
word " heid" iu sec. 72 of the mineral act, 
1891. 

In practice what do wo find '! On account 
of the actual quantity of water supposed to 
bo contained in tho miners' inoh not being 
Btatod in any known unit of measurement, 
an attempt is mado to comply with the act 
only as far as planing tho top of any Bhaped 
orifice in uso under Boven inoheH of water. 
A miner who wan's to draw 500 miners' 
Inches of wator finds that if ho makes an 
orifioo " two inches high " according to the 
mineral act, 1S91, he would havo 'o make it 
250 inches wido ; for 1,000 miners' inches it 
would have to bo 000 inches wide or 41 feet 8 
inches. These figures show that the only 
sure and oorrect method of meanuroment ac 
cording to tho mineral act, 1891, is not 
feasible in practice, becauso it would require 
too much space. Consequently it naturally 
ocours to the ordinary miner that by increas 
ing the area of the orifioo he requires in a 
more reasonali'.e way ; providing the orifioo 
contains the requisite number of equare 
inohos ; and aa long aa he puts the top of tho 
orifice under seven inches of water (what la 
erroneously termed " head " in the mining 
act, 1891), he ia increasing his discharge in 
an equal proportion. 

A few examples will show tho folly of this 
reasoning. For inatancp, to obtain a dig 
charge cf 500 miners' inches the miner would 
probably tako a box with an aperturo 25 
inches wide and 20 Inches high, and would 
plaoe the top of the orifice under seven 
inches of water. This orifice would contain 
500 square inohes, but it would be under a 
real head of 17 inohoB, although by tho min 
eral act it would only be under " a constant 
head of seven inohes " ; and he would he 
using 730 miners' inches instead of 000 min- 
ers' inches. Say the minor uBnd a equare 
orifioo 22i inohes by 22i inches, 
and placed tho top of tho orifioo 
under seven inches of wator ; he would 
be working under a real hoad of lH\ inches 
and ho would bo using 770 miners' inches 
instead of 500 miners' inches. 

Whore largor wator-rightB aro claimed tho 
error increases more rapidly, thua : To ob 
tain 1,000 miners' inches, tho minor would 
take a box with an aperturo 40 inches 
wide and 25 inches high, and place tho top 
of tho orifice under seven inches of water 
hero he would be drawing water under a 
head of 194 inchos, although by tho mineral 
act, 1891, ho would bo working "with 
constant head of aeven inchos," and wo fiod 
him using 1,570 minora' inches instead of 
J ,0(10 minors' InoheB. Suppose ho uses a 
square box, tho aperturo being 32 inchea by 
32 incheB, and ho places his box in the 
water with tho top of tho aperture under 
seven inches of water, hero ho ia really work 
ing under a hoad oi 2.'i inches and he is us- 
ing 1,700 miners' inches instead of 1,000 
minora' inchea. Tako, again, an example of 
a miner having a water right of 2,000 min 
era' inchea. Hn would probably uso a box 
with an oritiuo 60 inchea wide by :!.') inches 
high ; and ho would place the cop of tho 
orifice under aovon iochoi of water, and 
working with a head of 2.'U inches, he ia draw 
ing 3.400 minora' inches" instead of 2,000. 
Should ho uao a box with a square orifice, 
40 incheB by 45 inohes, and place tho top of 
the orifioo under seven inchea of water, he 
would etill bo working, according iu the 
mineral act, 1891, " with a constant heud 
el seven inches above tho upper aide 
of tho orifice," but ho ia really drawing 
water under a head of 29$ inches, 
antl wo find ho ia getting ,'i,900 min 
era' inches where ho ia only enti- 
tled to 2,000 miners' inches. So much for 
chap. 25 tuo. 72 of tho mineral act, 1801. 
do not make this remark ill-naturedly, as 
my labor In this manor ia given gratuitously 
and my endeavor Is to improve tho method 
in u&e rather than to find fault with it. Iu 
many caeea Bcveral claima for water rights 
ire registered upon a single creek or upon 
tho same source of supply. Those water 
rights may become of great valuo, and it will 
be necessary to txoroiao more ctro to insuro 
each claimant hiB f lir allowance of water. 

A miners' inch, according to tho mineral 
act, 1891, sec 72, whero tho ooefEoient of 
discharge is taken at decimal 02, represents 
a volume of water equal to .028 of a cubio 
foot passing in ono second of timo. Tho fol- 
lowing aro Ciliforniau minors' inches : 

Smartsvllle 02!) 1 c.C.b 

J'ark Canal Co 0232 c.f.a. 

Columbia Hill 0(6 c.f.s. 

La Orange 025 c.f.s. 

Miners' inohes aro meroly fractional quan- 
tities of any standard unit of measurement, 
and in practice aro found to approach iu 
quantity 1.027 cubic feot per s.icond. 

Suggestion — For convenience let tho term 
miners' inch bo rotained, but let it bo do- 
finod as being eeiual to .027 cubio feot por 
socoud ; thon praotically ,'i7 minora' inchea 
equal 1 cubio foot per aeoond, and 1,000 
minors' inohea equal a cub'c yard por socond. 
Bo rodme minors' Inohoa to oubio foot divide

the minora' inch by .'17. It la very important 
that the cubic foot should be a wholo 
multiplo of a minors' inoh, as tho cubic foot 
has boon accepted as the standard unit by 
hydraulicians ; and all mcdorn tabios gives 
discharges in cubic feet, and velocities in 
feet per second of time. 

Proposed Method of Measurement — 
Where the unit of measurement is .027 
cubic feot por second, tho water should bo 
drawn from the creek or reservoir by a rect- 
angular channol provided with a sluioo g&te 
at or near tho intake for the purpoao of 
regulating tho head of water upon tho 
mtasuriuK apparatus, which should bo fixed 
in the channel within Bight of tho regulating 
gato. This apparatus could either tako the 
form of a weir or an orifioo under preaaure. 
In the caso of an orifi.:o under pressure a 
Buitoble dimension for tho disohargo of 200 
minern' incnes, would be thirteen inches 
wide and twelve inohoa high ur.tlera head 
of twelve inohes. This head would mean 
twolva inches moaeurcd from tho contro of 
tho orifice to tho eurfaco of the wator ; or 
six inches of water abovo tho top of tho 
orifice. Precautions would havo to be taken 
that tho position of the orifice in relation to 
tho bottom and sides of the channol should 
be such aa to insure tho proper formation of 
the " vena contracta." 

In the case of a weir, eaoh twelve inohes in 
width under a constant head of slxtoon 
inohes would give a disoharge of 200 miner's 
incheB. Here, also, several precautions 
would have to be observod. Tho velooity 
of approaoh must bo destroyed by Bultable 
meana, such as by making the area of 
the flume at least five timea the area 
of tho over fall. The head on tho woirmust 
notexcoed a certain proportion of the length 
of tho sill. Tho fall from the sill to the 
tail-water must not be leaa than half tho 
head on the woir. 

In conclusion, I should auggost that cer- 
tain standard forms cf weirs, or orifices, 
should bo designed to pass different quanti- 
ties of water ; and their ubo iu all cases 
whore any disputo was likoly to ariso should 
be mado compulsory. 

It might aave many diaputea if evory 
miner and company using water were 
obliged to build their intake and measuring 
apparatus according to a standard plan. 
Plans of standard intake and moasuriug ap- 
paratus could be filed with tho registrar 
suitable for any particular water right. 

I havo to thank Mr. William MoKinnon, 
Associate M. Inst. C. E , of Vancouver, 
an able hydraulic engineor, for tho aaaiat- 
anco ho has renderod mo in proparing this 
letter.

WOMEN. 



Royal Worcester ami Donlton Out of Fash- 
Ion— Tlio Trinio Favorites Are Bllnton, 
Coalport, Copeland, Cauldon ami Crown 
Derby — Set* For Separate Courses. 

Part of tbo education of the up to 
dato society woman is cultivating the 
elegances of lii'o. Among other things 
fiho must know pottery from the days of 
tho pyramid builders down to the latest 
productions in Crown Derby. If she can't 
afford to pay $500 to $3,000 for a choice 
porcelain dinner set, she most at least bo 
able to look it over critically. It appears 
that there are fashions as woll as facts 
to bo considered by the up to dato wom- 
an. A writer in the New York World 
makes note of some of these. For in- 
stance, he tells us that at the present 
time Royal Worcester and Donlton are 
out of joint with fashion, which now- 
adays is staking its dollars on Minton, 
Coalport and Copeland for dinner sets of 
tho magnificent typo. For tea services 
Cauldon leads tho world. For special 
sets of plates Crown Derby and Minton 
havo the palm between them. Caul- 
dron's productions from tho famous 
Stoke-on-Trent pottery are noted not 
only for their exquisite decorations, that 
are charming studies in color effects,

but also for tho nnique and graceful 
shapes of their dishes. "B. W. & Co. " 
is their mark. 

The English potteries reproduce old 
Sevres so that it cannot bo told from the 
original. Tho pottery at Sevres is still 
in operation. 

French pottery, old and modem, as a 
rule, is light in color, decorated airily 
and gracefully — in short, it is character- 
istic of the people who make it. Tho 
porcelain itself of French pottery is good 
in texture, but not comparablo to tho 
porcelains of tho English potteries. 
These lead the world. Of them all tho 
Crown Derby ware leads in magnificent 
color effects. The mark is ' ' Royal Crown 
Derby,'* with a crown beneath it, and 
under that two D's reversed and the 
name of tho painter. 

One "f tho Stoke-on-Trent English 
potteries whoso ware is in high favor 
is tho Copeland. Tho German potteries 
for the most part do not create They 
imitate, mid therefore their work is not 
distinctive. Tho French pottery may 
luck strength of character, but it is origi- 
nal. Much of the modern French china — 
as, for instance, tho new Havi land ware 
— is genuinely lovely and comparatively 
low priced. There is china and china. 
The wiso woman may not bo ablo to pay 
dearly for beautiful hand painting, but 
it is economy for her to pay enough to 
buy good porcolain, and to buy it in 
first class order. 

Old Delft, now so raro and costly, 
must look to its laurels. Tho new Delft 
is charming in soft color effects in blue 
and ivory, and in its designs, which are 
tho work of prominent artists or copies 
of old masterpieces. The real new Delft 
has for a mark a little vase in outline, a 
largo F beneath it and tho name Delft 
in plain lettering. A great deal of the 
china that is offered for sale is made by 
comparatively unknown potters, ami by 
them turned over to decorators, who in- 
vent or copy any pattern they please, 
name the ware anything they please, 
and ir i - sold for what it will bring. 

At present the fashion in china is 
something characteristic. If your break- 
fast room is \\ reproduction of a Louis 
Seize morning room, do not havoa DrtiS-

den breakfast set. If your bank account 
will permit Crown Derby dinner plates, 
select the red ones for tho roast. If pink 
ones, keep thorn for salad. Rare roast 
beef on a pink plate would send a sensi- 
tive sonl into retirement. If you aro 
buying a dinner service outright, select 
line of light rather than heavy coloring. 
The epicure doesn't wish his Houp 
served in a plate that is overlaid with 
rich tints and intricate patterns. Tho or- 
namentation of tho dishes should In- 
crease in richness and elaboration as the 
courses progress, beginning with some- 
thing light and graceful. This refine- 
ment of taste suggests tho growing cus- 
tom of selecting sets of plates of vary- 
ing degreos of ornamentation for the 
separate courses of elaborate dinners.
